HERRIN, Ills., Sept. 3. — 
Military rule asserted itself 
here today while the inquest 
was being held into the deaths 
of the six men slain’ in Wi)- 
liamson County's latest clash 
of citizens. 

It was the irrevocable word 
of Captain Harold Bigelow, in 
command of the 18 militiamen 
who have been kept here to 
prevent a probable renewal of 
civil warfare, that prevented 
the local forces from appear 
ing in public in the Klan re- 
galia at the funeral of ane of 
the victims of last Saturday's 
clash between klansmen and 
Sheriff Galligan and his force 

Captain Bigelow sent word 
to the Klan officers that they 
would not be permitted to ap- 
pear on the streets with their 
regalia, but that they could 
don them at the grave and re- 
move their Klan garb before 
leaving the cemetery.
